

G OOD MORNING: “People will be totally shocked,” says Wolf- 
gang Petersen, director of “In the Line of Fire.” President John F.

Hillary Clinton again asked Channing 
to sing “I’m Just a Little Girl From Little Rock” (from “Gentlemen 
Prefer Blondes”). And Bacall will sing “I Believe in You” (from “How to 
Succeed ... ”) to the president.
